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THIBAUDIN RESIGNS. — 


SPAIN DEMANDS SATISFACTION OF 
FRANCE, 


The Crisis Produced ia the Freneh Cabinet by the 
Rict of Last Saturday—Thibaudin’s Resigna- 
tion Demanded by the President and 
Givez—Other News of Intercst. 


Paris. October 5.—The Figaro and the 
Goulois both report that the Duc De Ternan 
Nunez, Spanish ambassador, yesterday hand- 
ed to M. Ferry, prime minister, and M. Chal- 
lemel Lacour, minister of foreign affairs, ag 
note setting forth the grievances of Spain in 
connection with the arrival of King- Alfonso 
in Paris, and demanding the punishment of 
the authors of the manifestation against his 
majesty and satisfaction to Spain in propor- 
tiog to the gravity of the outrage. The note, 
the papers say, was well received by M. Fer- 
ry and Challemel Lacour. M. Ferry subse- 
quently held a conference. with President 
Grevy. The Republiqae Francaise asserts 
that President Grevy has instructed M. berry 
to request General Thibaudin to resign the 
portfolio of war. The Voltaire expresses its 
belief that General Tbibaudin has already re- 
signed. A Paris despatch to Reuter’s Tele- 
‘ram company states t President Grevy 
ias accepted General Thibaudin’'s resignation 
of the war office. 

General Sewal] is mentioned as the successor 
of General Thibaudin. A dispatch to the 
Reuters telegram company says Duc de Fer- 
nan Nunez did not present a note to MM, 
Ferry and Challemel Lacour, as was stated by 
the Figaro and the Gaulois, but simply made 
a courteous verbal representation to M. Ferry. 

Genera! Thibaudin has written to President 
Grevy, stating that although deliberate action 
of his enemies prevented him from defending 
himseif before the chambers, he tenders his 
resignation with the same devotion to Presi- 
dent Grevy and the republic as actuated his 
acceptance of the office. 

A Paris dispatch to the hxchange telegraph 
company says amemberof the cabinet de- 
clares that tbe campaign in Tonquin must be 
energetically pushed, and a decisive blow 
struck before France comes to terms with 
China, whose resistance to French terms for 
a settlement of the question is largely due to 
the encouragement she receives from Eng: 
land. 

Lonpon, Uctober 5.—The British merchants, 
engaged in trading with Madagascar, are 
forwarding to Lord Granville, secretary of 
State, Claims against France for damages be- 
cause their goods are not allowed to be lan- 
ded at Tamatave.

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THE ATKINSON HORROR,

Every Clew Followed, but as Vetno Light Shed upen 
the Awful Orcurrence. 


LAFAYETTE, Inp., October 5.—Interest in 
the Atkinson horror, although ten days haye 
elapsed since its perpetration, continues. 
Every possible thread or clew is being worked 
up, but apparently they all amountto noth- 
ing, and at this time the officers and family 
appear to be no nearer a solution of the aw 
ful mystery than they were on the afternoon 
of september 24, when the discovery of the 
horrivle deed was first made known. Men 
aud women have been kept under the closest 
surveillance, theirevery action watched and 
every means resorted to to catch them some 
way unawares, butall to no purpose, so far. 
The mystery is as deep and impenetrable as 
ever. 

It is probable the man Potts, against whom 
Ten Broeck, of Indianapolis (who has been 
figuring in the search), filed a charge of mur- 
der, wiil waive a preliminary examination, 
and let the case go before the grand jury of 
Benton county, where the crime was commit- 
ted. Potts, while declaring his entire inno- 
cence of the crime, recognizes that he isina 
peculiarly close place. By his own evidence 
he was in the locality named, and he asserts 
that he heard a woman’s cry, but at the time 
did notknow whatit meant. He says he 
met persons on the road, as he passed by the 
Atkinson homestead, but that he does not 
kaow who they were, nor where they can be 
found, consequentiy he can not call any wit- 
nesses 10 corroborate any statement he makes, 
He recognizes, too, that the public pulse is 
beatung very rapidiy in Benton county; that 
men have declared that if the guilty one is 
found he will be strung up, and that even in- 
nocent persons have been hanged before now, 
consequently he has no desire to again go to 
Benton county aithis time. By waivinga 
preliminary examination at the time set tor 
to-morrow he would be bound over likely 
and permitted to remain in jail here. As 
telegraphed last night, the feeling here is that 
Potts isnot the man. He hasa bad reputa- 
tion, having a penchant for larceny of horses 
and hogs; bat one of the oldest poiice ofti- 
cers in the city, who has had considerable to 
dv with Potts in times passed, says he never 
found him with a weapon of any kind, and 
never knew him to engage in burglary or any 
transaction necessitating the. shedding of 
blood. He wasin the neighborhood of the 
accident; he was but one-week out of the 
penitentiary, and this fact becoming known 
naturally caused suspicion to be directed to- 
ward him. There seems to bea few straws 
guinting toward him as possibly; having a 
hand in the deed, but the probability is the 
«ther way. The oflicers, however, feel it to 
be their duty to guard every clue, and if they 
have anything direct orat all strongiv cir- 
cunstantial, they have taken the utmost good 
care to keep it concealed.

Itis said by a man 
who witnessed the accident that a boy was 
acting as driver while the regular driver was 
inside the car.

The Pian by Which a Maryland Murderer Escaped 
From Bondage, 

BALTIMORE, October 5.—A special from 
Oakland, Maryland, says John Smith, a col- 
ored man who murdered Josiah Marden, at 
Elkin’s, in Garrett county, last spring, escaped 
from jail Thursday afternoon, about 5 o’clock, 
He called the jailer into his cell, and the 
jailer very foolishly went, when 
Smith knocked him down, 
took the hatchet and broke the chain which 
held him tothe floor, locked the jailer up, 
and escaped with his shackles on. Every ef 
fort is being made torecapture him. Smith 
isa desperate fellow. He was only a short 
while since convicted of murder in the first 
degree, and sentenced to be hanged. Goy- 
ernor Hamilton was expected to sign his 
death warrant at Annapolis to.day and fix 
the date of bis execution.

Lane. slobbering at the mouth, and creeping 
up toward him. Mr. LT. Lane, who dis- 
covered the dog in that position, seeing the 
danger im which his father was resting, called 
to bim and told him “that’s a mad dog.’’ The 
dog then ran up the river bank, straight 
through the crowd that were after him, and 
amid the shouts and fire of the boys, disap- 
peared. He ran upa branch and over hill 
to the Franklin institute grounds where he 
was shot by Mr. Otho Beall. who wounded 
bim slightly. He ran on down the river road, 
and when Jast heard from he was about a 
mile from town, running at full speed, with 
mouth open and tongue hanging out, He 
was the means of considerable excitement 
during his stay in town. It thought the 
dogs bitten by him will go mad.

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GsORGIA’S BONDS. 


A Case Involving #600,000 Macon and Brunawick 
BKBouds to Come Up Next Wednesday. 

Next Wednesday, before the supreme court 
of the United States will come up the case of 
George A. Cunningham against the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad, which involves the 
interest of the state of Georgia to the amount 
of $600,000. Cuaningham is a Virginian 
who holds $600,000 of the Macon and Bruns- 
wick bonds in:orsed by the state, but since 
deciared invalid. The legislature of 1872 
passed an ac! ad ni ting the validity of tnese 
bonds. but the legislature of rey ealed 
that act and declare the state not bound 
by the dorsement on them. Cunningham 
claims «nat he bought th® bonds after the 
act of 1872 and before the actof 1875. He 
first tried to procure a resale of the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad subject to his claim 
and his case came up about three years ago in 
the United States: circuit court before judge 
Woods. He threw the case out of court on a 
demurrer, which declared that it was virtually 
a‘suit against the state. Cunningham then 
went to the supreme court of the 
United States and there he _ presents 
a bill covering these _ points. He 

sks that the road be resold 
subject to his claim.

He also asksthat Alfred 
H. Colquitt,then governor, and J. W.Renfroe, 
then treasurer of Georgia, be held liable for 
$44,000 of fare bills which they turned in with 
the other assets of the road when it was sold: 
These fare bills were used the 
equivalent of money. The amount specified 
was in the hands of Colonel L. N. Whittle, of 
Macon, who was the attorney of the road 
when it was sold, and he delivered the bills 
to Governor Colquitt. The third point in 
Cunningham's bill asks that the state be en- 
joined from paying interest on the $1,090,000 
Macon and. Brunswick bonds which are 
admitted to be good. Attorney General An 
derson was in Washington last winter to rep- 
resent the State in this case and it was called 
at that term ofthe court. After the case was 
begun Chief Justice Waite announced that 
he would postpone itasit wasa matter of such 
imporiance that a full bench should hear it 
lt will called and doubtless be f lly 
argued next Wednesday. Attorney General 
Anderson will leave for Washington in a day 
two to represent the. state's in- 
terest. He will have associated

He was not foolish as to 
hide from himself the fact that the kindness 
was extended to him as the representative of 
Knglandand the church, Let noone persuade 
you, said the lord bishop, that England has 
ceased to love America. The English church 
is proud of the life and activity of her daugh- 
ter. Wein the old country do not feel as if 
we are in our decrepitude yet. The American 
church is foremost among the religious 
bodies of what he might truly call a religious 
land. In less than ten years two sees have 
beer. created in this country without asking 
the permission of the legislature. In the 
words of Cardinal Newman and John Brigtt, 
“only be united among yourselves,’’ said the 
lord bishop, ** you will be invincible.’’ 

THE JOINT BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The house then met with house of bishops 
as board of missions, Right Rev. Alfred Lee 
Db. D., D.C. L. Bishop of Delaware was in the 
chair,on his right being the lord bishop of 
Rochester; on his leftthe president ofthe 
house of deputies. On motion of Bishop 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania, the rules were sus 
pended in order that the lord bishop of 
Rochester might present a communication 
from the archbishop of Canterbury. The 
lord bishop said that the archbishop 
desired to congratulate the American 
church on the approaching centennary of the 
consecration of Right Rey. Bishop Seabury. 
The lord bishop paid a glowing tribute to 
the memory of the late Dr. Tate, archbishop 
of Canterbury. He had avery big heart, in 
which was room for many religious commun- 
ions. The American church and the citizens 
of the United States were always regarded 
with love and sr respect. He is 
gone, and a worthy successor now 
occupies the chair of St. Augustine—Arch- 
bishop Benson—a man of great learning, of 
great capacity, of great courage. The lord 
bishop said he would do allin his power to 
persuaie him to visit the. United States. 
Altpougn che Episcopal sons of England are 
not afraid of any enemies who sail the 
waters, they seem very much afraid 
of the waters themselves. The lord bishon 
knew what progress this blessed church was 
making in this great country. He held in 
his hand two documents, the annual reports 
of the committees on domestic and foreign 
missions. The American church is net guilty 
of the infinite baseness of telling us, because 
there is work todo at home, the work abroad 
niust not be done. That. seemed t» 
the lord bishop a -vhameful fallacy. 
Although his diocese had been founded 1,200 
years ago, it wasa missionary diocese. He 
nad occasionally heard it hinted that the 
Protestant Episcopal church was an aristo- 
cratic church, the church of the wealthy and 
not of the masses. The lord bishop did not 
believe it. The conditions of the church in 
this country are differest from those of Eng- 
land, but the needs are the same. The
